Francis McCaffrey was born at Pitts-

Lucius White was brought before Commissoner 
Cullen this afternoou for the preliminary hearing 
on the charge of counterfeiting Brazilian Treasury 
notes. He waived preliminary examination and 
was committed to jail to await the action of the 


United States Grand Jury at the November term 
It is probable, however. that further develop nents 
in the case may induce the District Attorney to call 
for a special jury before November. There are two 
confederates in the gigantic scheme who have not 
yet been arrested and they are supposed to be lo- 
cated in Brazil. 

T e bail of Lucius White is fixed at $5,000, but 
he has made no effort to obtain it and he has de- 
clined all offers of legs! assistance for tte pr sent. 
The small um of money foul upon him when he 
was arrested has been forwarded to his wife, so that 
he is without means. He appears to be co npletely 
worn down by the trouble which he has brougit 
upon himseif.anida phvsican was called ia to 

ibe for him last evening. A few days sinc» 

e made a voluntary statement to the District 
Attorney concerning his connection with 
the of the counterfeit 
notes, was transcribed 
aod presented to him for signature last evening. 
Assistant District Attorney Smith read the matter 
over to him, and he made but few changes as to 
the detaiis of the story, after which he signed tke 
document and it was filed away for use 
at the proper time. The District Attorner 
declines to give the statement for 
pubbcation. It isa virtual confession of White's 
complicity in the scheme, and when the formal 
arraignment takes place in court afew months 
hence he will probably enter a plea of guilty. The 
maximum punishment for countertfei ing 
or causing to be counterfeited notes 
of a foreign Government is five 
years in the Penitentiary. A pleaof cuilty woul: 
reduce the sent~nce one or two years. The section 
of the United Statutes. Revised States under wich 
the Whites will be prosecuted is a recent enactment, 
and they were not aware that any penalty attached 
to the counterfeiting of Brazilian notes, 

Lucius White, ic is understood, asked the District 
Attorney a few days since if a plea of guiity would 
tend to a y dispositiou of the case and whether 
the punishment wuld be lighter by entering that 
plea. He was informed that the matter was one for 
the discretion of the court and that his wisest 
course woud be bo teil the truth. 

Assistant Dis riet Attorney Drummond will arrive 
this evenipg from Waco, Tex. He went down there 
with Deputy Marshal Wheeler to secure the arrest 
of J seph H. White, at Whitney. The case in 
Texas is left in the hands of District Attorney Pears, 
and the preiiminary hearing of the charges ag iust 
Joseph White is set for Seprember7.

THAT UNUSED POWER. 

The Jefferson City Tribune mys the Rail- 
road Commissioners do not enforce the penal- 
ties against the railroads for freight discrimi- 
mation because “they have no power to 
institute suite,” cau only take cognizance of 
complaints filed by aggrieved parties, and 
even then can do nothing but order a reduction 
of rates that are found to be too high. ‘After 
making such an order,” says the Tribune, 
“they have no power to enforce it or punish 
the corporation disregarding it. The individ- 
ual shipper is the one who must go into court 
and seek redress there.” 

We freely admit that this view of the law is 
the one upon which\the Railroad Commission- 
ers have be acting. And it certainly is true 
that they cannot bring suits for the 
penal damages which wronged shippers 
are by law entitled to recover from 
railroads. But, for violating the order of the 
Commissioners with reference to rates, the 
railroad is also liable to a prosecution for a 
misdemeanor, and to pay the Statea fine of 
$200 for every such violation. With this pros- 
ecution, and the collection of this fine, the 
wronged shipper has nothing to do except as a 
witness or as a contributor of the evidence that 
enables the State’s own officers to punish the 
violator of her statutes. 

If it is not the duty of the Commissioners to 
enn eres See of these 
to stir up the prosecuting at- 
torneysand arm them with evidence—what 
are they paid for? They get $3,000 a year 
each, and are provided with an office, a $1,500 
secretary and $800 a year for contingent ex- 
penses, making a total cost to the State of not 
less than $11,000 a year. The slipper who re- 
covers penal damages from a railroad is liable 
to suffer far more in damages which the rail- 
road may inflict in the way of discriminations 
or rebates granted to his rivals in business, if 
the Railroad Commissioners neglect or are 
afraid to enforce the criminal penalties. The 
Commissioners will not deny that their rate 
orders have been daily disregarded, and that 
the railroads have been guilty of thousands of 
such misdemeanors. Will they now tell us of 
one that has been prosecuted? Will they tell us 
why there has been no prosecution by the law 
officers of this State while its Railroad Com- 
missioners are living witnesses of thousands of 
railroad misdemeanors punishable by a fine of 
$200 each? 

We do not 


say the law is what it 
should be. Indeed we must concede 
that the shrewd railroad attorneys who 
have had the management of party conven- 
tions and Legislatures in this State have 
been very nearly successful in making the 
State Constitution a dead letter, so far as the 
railroads are practically concerned. But we 
still insist that the Railroad Commissioners 
have utterly failed to exhaust the legal 
remedies at their command. When a railroad 
gives a discriminating rate or cut to any firm 
or town, the Commissioners clearly have the 
power to extend the benefit to other firms or 
towns by an order, and by active co-operation 
in the criminal prosecution of all violations of 
such order. 


Ir is an insult to the intelligence of our 
business men to tell them that they will hurt 
the trade of St. Lonis more by making a fuss 
about adverse discriminations than by submit- 
ting tothem. Thatsort of gammon is about 
worn out, and we are surprised to find the 
Sedalia Demoerat thus underrating the intelli- 
gence of the country merchants: 

The St. Louis Post-Dispatcs has been doing 
some heavy work in unearthing the freight rate 
discriminations against that city. It strikes us that 
it is also doing some very effective advertising 
for Eastern cities by showing the people of our 
State just where they can do the best in buying. If 
it succeeds in getting the rate reduced it will bene- 
fit St. Louis, but if it fails the Eastern cities wil! 
reap a harvest in Missouri. 

Now the St. Louis merchant has long ago 
learned that his country customer is about the 
first man in the wide, wide world to discover 
and utilize a freight discrimination against St. 
Louis, Country dealers are always on the alert 
for the slightest shade of difference in 
freight rates, and are prompt to fling such 
difference in the face of the city salesman or 
drummer. It is able to scare them off even 
when they are told with a wink that the 
house” has arranged for a special rebate. They 
do not fee] sure that they will get the benefit 
of the rebate, and to them it seems plainer 
sailing to deal where the billed rates are low- 
est. Where competition is so keen, it is absurd 
toassume that a mum policy will enable St. 
Louis to hide these discriminations from any 
country dealer whose custom is wanted by 
another city boasting of cheaper freight rates. 
Nearly all of the information published in the 
Post-DisPaTcs about discriminations against 
St. Louis came from country merchants, and 
the idea that a publication of the facts will 
influence those merchants more than the facts 
themselves, is preposterous. |

The scandal mill having temporarily ceased to 
grind—presumably for rest. repa:rs and alterations 
—public attention in England has again reverted to 
politics, and excellent material of the politica] sort 
has been quite plentiful during the past week. 
First. Bradiaugh's manifesto to his Northampton 
constituents, in which that persistect aspirant for 
Parliamentary honors urges his friends to continue 
their support until Parliament permits him to 
occupy the seat to which be has been two or three 
times elected. Bradiaugh is not a particularly 
admirable man, and the Northampton electors 
might, perhaps, find a better represeutative, but he 
has the right on his side in this case, his pluck and 
perseverance are worthy of all praise, aud 
he is bound to win in the end Mr. 
Gladstone, the stanchest of churchmen, is 
in favor of admitting the champion 
atheist and the smaller foiks cannot very long 
resist the pressure of his powerful example. There 
is little doubt that Bradlaugh will be returned to the 
new Parliament, and as little that he wiil obtain 
his seat. 

Parnell, standing on his native heath, has flung a 
lively bomb across the channel, exploding alike in 
the Liberal and Conservative camps. The organs 
of both parties denounce the impudence and con- 
cede the importance of the Dublin speech, and all 
acree that it presents the real point of the Irish 
question fairly and squarely—leaving no room 
hereafter for doubt or dodging. The demand for 
an Irish Pariiament in Dublin is simply a polite 
way of demanding Irish independence; indeed, 
Parneli declares that independence is what he and 
his followers are aiming at, and what they expect 
to attain. It is possidle that this is a game of 
“biuff,” and that the shrewd leader of the Nation- 
alists thinks that by asking for mere 
than he can get. be will ge 
more than would otherwise be given. But, be this 
as it may, he has thrown down thé gauntiet, and 
England must and will take it up. A new leaf has 
been turned in the long and eventful history of the 
Angio-Irish struggle, and what will be written upon 
it none now can tell. Meanwhile the various re- 
forms for which the Nationalists have been so vig- 
orously contending are retired to the back seat, and 
on the front seat sits the reform that means nothing 
less than revo.ution The dynamiters are quiet, 
saving their powder until they see who * what 
needs blowing up. 

Gladstone will soon start on his 1 voyage 
from Norway. His health has been much improved 
by the trip, and his voice is strenger; but it is as 
yet uncertain whether he will be able to do much 
active campaign work. The Prince of Wales has gone 
yachting in the North Sea, but the Queen—who 
it was rumored would accompany him—has retired 
to Balmoral, her favorite home, endeared to her by 
80 many precious memories. Ruskin fs on his legs 
again, and promises to outlive many of the writers 
of his obituaries. Canon Farrar is certainly coming 
to America, and will lecture here on Dante, Brown- 
ing, Napoleon, and the Talmud—an eid but interest- 
img quartette. A lecture from him on the present 
aspects of religious thought would be worth them 
all put together, 

Parneil's speech has created another “situation 
in Ireland.“ and Irish situations“ are always un- 
comfortable. The National League is boycotting

This 
peaceful invasion leaves a lot of money 
among the people, and, as it is credited 
to the account of the new Viceroy, he 
is at present exceedingly popular with all classes. 
All of which particular y offsets the unhealthy ex- 
citement generated by Parnell's new departure, and 
suggests that if there were more Irish cash there 
would-be fewer Irish grievances. 

Rochefort is working up the alleged assassination 
of Olivier Pain in characteristic fashion, and just 
now is the hero and leader of the Parisian mob. 
He has had one or two turbulent meetings full of 
sound and fury. but signifying nothing—except that 
the Parisian mob is just what it was 100 years 
ago. so far as temper is concerned. Fortunately, 
however, for France, that mob has lost 
most of ite power for mischief; 
and as Rochefort is coward as well 
as knave, be can do no serious harm. The Cabinet 
nas officially apologized to the English Ambassador, 
Lord Lyons, for the insult offered him by the Pain 
people, and the relations between the two Govern- 
ments are diplomatically amicable. The remaias 
of Admiral Courbet, brought home from China, 
bave been finally lodged in the Hotel des Invalides 
with distinguished honors. The bones of the 
thousands of common Frenchmen, brave soldiers 
atid sailors, killed by the enemy or by disease, will 
be allowed to stay there. As for the slain Chinese, 
who perished fighting for their native land—who 
cares for these poor victims of progressive civiliza~ 
tion and Christianity? The cholera is still raging 
in Marseilles and Toulon. but there are some indi- 
cations that the worst has been reached, and that 
it will gradually disappear with the approach of 
cool weather. The October elections fora new 
Chamber of Deputies now look favorable for the 
Republicans. Should such be the result, it is oo 


‘sidered certain that all members of former 


reigning families will be expelled from France. 
Perhaps we can induce t res or four of them to 
come over here and run for Congress. 
Germany has been wrestling with the Caroline 
Isiands annexation business, without improving it 
particularly.

The Czar 
declined to goto Gmunden to visit the Duke of 
OCumberiand—which is regarded as an unequivocal 
snub to the latter. Oumberiand, however, is e- 
pected to survive, The furloughs of Russian naval 
officers have been extended, which indicates that 
war is not anticipated in the Afghan muddie, Duel- 
ing among Russian students has been so prevalent 
that an imperial ukase just issued 
forbids it, the penalty being exile to Siberia. The 
boys are likely to put away their swords and pops 
now. but may resort to fists, and the good Marquis 
of Queensberry. 

Italy has had a Republican meeting at Turin,

A CARELESS RAILROAD. 


The Frisco Road Overlooks Its Own Prop- 
erty in Greene County. 
From the springfield Evening Star. 

Yesterday the State Board of Equalization re 
turned to the County Court a cértified statement 
of the property which the ‘Frisco Railroad Cempa- 
ny pays taxes oa in this county, and of all daring 
impositions aod frauds this proves to be the worst 
ever perpetrated in this county. 

VALUATION. 

The valuation of the Frisco Railroad is certified 

to by townships as follows:

This includes the valuation of property, tracks 
and sidetracks in North Springfield. The total val- 
uation of all railroad property in North Springfield, 
including the machine shops, is valued at the enor- 
mous () sum of $9,879 61. 

HOW IS THIS? 

Now, then, if the law requires the railroad compa- 
ny to make a true statement, under oath, as to its 
rad bed, rolling stock, main and side tracks, why 
don't it do it? The State Auditor's certificate 
shows only 63-100 of a mile of side track in North 
Springfield, valued at $4,000, and the whole of the 
buildings, fixtures, etc., at less than $10,000. 

A Star reporter interviewed the Judges of the 
County Court this morning and learned that they 
had certified to the proper authorities that there 
were nearly ten miles of side track in North Spring- 
field, but that no attention was paid to it. Also 
thut the ‘Frisco had never before paid taxes on 
side track in this county, and that Col. John O'Day 
claimed that the company was not bound to 
pay taxes on side track within the limits of the 
rightof way. It seems, however, that the company 
has generously conciuded to turn in a little more 
than half a mile of such track, when the truth of 
the matter is there is at least eight miles that they 
should pay taxes on at $8,000 per mile. In other 
words the county is defrauded out of the taxes on 
$60,000. Now it would seem that if it is just to pay 
on one-half mile, it is right that the whole should 
be taxed, as the law contemplates. 

And again, it doesn't seem reasonable that the 
whole of the railroad property in North Springfield 
should be worth less than $10,000,and that the 
whole of the property in Campbell township shoulda 
be valued at less than $70,000, as is shown by the 
auditor's report. The reporter learned further 
from the Court that the ‘Frisco is using four lines 
of telegrapli wires and only paying on two. 

There are several chapters of this news to fol- 
low, which will be compiled dy the Star reporters 
from day to day.

SEVENTEEN-YEAR LOCUSTS OOMING. 

There are indications that we are to havea return 
of the visits of that most eccentric insect, the 
seventeen-year locust. This creature differs from 
all others in that it appears only every seventeen 
years, instead of coming to life every summer. 
The eggs are buried in the earth, and have some- 
times been found as faras six feet below the sur- 
face. When the time comes for the young locusts 
to emerge, no ordinary obstacles can stop them. 
They have been known to come im great numbers 
from cracks between the bricks in sidewalks. These 
sidewalks were laid on streets now occupying what 
was open country at the time the locust-eggs were 
deposited in the garth. It is a very curious feature 
ef the habits of these strange insects that they are 
able thus to thrust themselves into life from unseea 
and unsuspected places. It is pleasant to kfiow 
that the seventeen-year locust is not one of the 
most destructive of pests. He stays but a short

A New Species of Crime Originated 
by Adraince Spears. 
— —— 


The Recent Explosion On the Steamer 
S. M. Felton Fullx Explained—A 
Day Laborer, Carrying a Large Line 
of Accident Insurance, the Perpe- 
trator—An Industrious Seeker of 
Danger Who Bled the Insurance 
Companies—-Spears Killed in the 
Explosion, | 


New York, August 29.—A Philadelphia special to 
the Herald says: It is now reasonably certain that 
a new species of crime has been developed in this 
country. The explosion on the excursion steamer 
8. M. Felton has been traced to the act of a man 
named Adraince Spears, who carried a large line of 
accident insurance. His presumed intention was to 
disable himseif ‘serious!y, so chat he might enjoy 
the income of $150 per week which his policies 
would have produced. Ge was killed, however, and 
the loss of $35,000 on the lifeof an apparent day 
laborer has so startled the companies that they 
have uuited to fight the claim. No progress was 
made in fathoming the motive of the man until bis 
previous history was inquired into. Pinkerton's 
men now claim to know all about the deceased. 
They say that fifteen years ago he was mysterious- 
ly shot, accidentally as it was declared, while 
handling a pistol, and his receipts from several 
accident policies sufficed to support him handsome- 
ly. Onhisrecovery he went to San Francisco, 
where, it is alleged, be drew a comfortable income 
during his convalescence from a wound that he 
accidentally received in the street as he was pass 


‘ing the locality at which arow was in progress. 


Indeed, Spears would appear to have been the 
most unfortunate of men, or one of the most 
industrious seekers of danger. If there was 
an accident anywhere in his neighborhood, he 
usually got it, like che Prince in The Mascotte.” 
It is asserted that proof has been obtained by the 
Travelers Insurance Company that he was also 
indemnified for a shooting accident which overtook 
him in New York. Of this, however, no information 
exists here. About ten months ago, after several 
years of a wandering life in Washington Territory, 
California and the West, Spears returned to this 
city and went to live with Mr. Frederick 
Morris, a jeweler, at 1804 Market street. Morris 
is a distant relative and gives the incidents that 
follow. On Christmas morning, about 4 o'clock, the 
jeweler was awakened by a knock at his room door 
and Spears shouted: There's burglars in the house, 
Fred; get up!’ Before Morris could reach the 
door to open it, a pistol shot resounded through the 
house, and, going down stairs, he found his relative 
lying on the floor with a bullet wound in his right 
side just below the ribs. A self-cocking English 
bull dog revolver of large caliber lay beside the 
wounded man. Spears was perfectly conscious, 
and declared that he had been shot bythe fleeing 
burglars. Morris picked up the revolver and ex- 
pressed astonishment that the burglar should have 

thrown the weapon away. No evidence of forcible 
entry could be found anywhere about the place. 
The police were called in and heard his story, but 
after considerable investigation, dismissed it as 
absurd and improbable. A night watchman who 
had been on the street in front of the building at 
the moment of the shooting swore positively that 
nobody “emerged from the front door, through 
which Spears had declared that the would be mur- 
derer made Ins escape. The accident insurance, 
however, yielded about $35 per week.

Harding Defines the 
Board's Position. 


What the Frisco and Gulf 
Roads Are Exacting 
Contrary to Law.

A Tax of 9 to 23 Cents Per 
Hundred On St. Louis 
Business. 


A Good Case for the Merchants and 
Manufacturers’ Association—If the 

Railroad Commissioners Will Not 
Act, Let St, Louis Merchants Take a 
Hand. 


Special Cerre spondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Kansas Crry, August 28.—The special commis 
sioner of the Post-Dispatce called upon the Rail- 
road Commissioners last evening at their head- 
quarters to ask what action they were likely to take 
regarding the exposures of the Post-Dispatca, and 
in response to the demand made upon them by that 
paper. Commissioner Harding had just returned 
from a drive about the city and was awaiting the 
coming of his colleagues, who were also sight-seeing. 
Mr. Harding expressed himself as well pleased 
with the work the Post-Dispatcu had done and said 
that he looked te see it bring about good results in 
the near future. He had read the Post-Dispatrca 
interpretation of the law and was convinced that it 
was the correct one. 

“There is one question, however,” said Mr. Hard- 
ing, “that has never been settled in this State—the 
right of the Legislature to delegate the power of 
fixing rates. Inthe Georgia United States District 
Court a somewhat similar case was decided 
in favor of the Commissioners, but in 
Georgia the State Constitution provides that the 
Legisislature shall regulate freight rates. The 
Constitution of Missouri gives the General Assem- 
bly power to establish maximum rates from time to 
time.” 

' “But the Massachusetts Commissioners in a recent 
decision spoke of this delegation of powers as 
though the question had been settled long ago." 

“All the Massachusetts Commissioners do is to 
govern the question by public opinion. They do 
not establish maximum rates. The Commissioners 
examine into any complaint and 

RECOMMEND TO THE RAITLROADS 
that they adopt certain rates if they see fit. Those 
Commissioners now recommend to the Legislature, 
however, chat they be clothed with additional pow- 
ers. Californigand Georgia are the only States in 
which the Commissioners can make rates absolute- 
ly. ‘The Commissioners of Alabama could until 
two years ago, when the law was modified. In 
Illinois the Commissioners are required to make 
schedules, and these schedules are prima facie 
evidence .that the are reasonable. Any 
charge above these rates, therefore, is considered a 
discrimindtion.” , a 

The reporter laid before Gen. Harding the case 
of the man at Seymour charged by the ‘Frisco and 

Gulf Roads 40 cents per hundred from St. Louis on 
wagous when the legal rate was 29 cents. 

“The Commissioners made a reduction on Class I 
in 1878 and 1880. Those schedules have been pub- 
lished... The only redress the receiver could have 
would be to sue the railroads for three times the 
amount of the overcharge. Besides paying these 
damages, the roads could be fineda sum not ex- 
ceeding $200 for each and very offense, and the 
punishment could be made very severe. Perhaps, 
however, the railroads could screen themselves 
here as they did in the Owen case, by pleading that 
they had a right to charge locals on each line.“ 

“I believe that 8 1-2 cents and 20 1-2 cents are the 
two locals, and the 29-cent rate is a combination of 
these two.” 

“Well, then the only means of getting at the case 
would be for the receiver of the goods to bring suit. 
The Railroad Commissioners have no power to act 
in the matter.” 

“Can the Commissioners take action in any of 
these mafters of discrimination made public by the 
Post-Dispatca, and will they do so? Is it necessary 


that

should be filed, or is the matter published in the 
Post-Dispatch sufficient to justify the Commis- 
sioners in taking some action?” 

“If the Post-Dispatcu should file with the Rail- 
road Commissioners any information it would be 
considered a complaint. Of course the Posrt- 
DisPaTos would not make a complaint it could not 
support. The Board, however, must have some- 
thing inthe nature of charges. It cannot act on 
hearsay. Now this section 844,“ continued Mr. 
Harding, picking up a copy of the Post- Dispatos of 
Tuesday and reading from it: But nothing herein 
contained shall be so construed as in any manner to 
abridge or control, or to, in any way, authorize the 
Commissioners to abridge or control, or regulate the 
rates for freight or passengers charged by any 
railroad company in this State, for carrying any 
freight or passengers which come from beyond the 
limits of this State, and tobe carried through or 
across this State. The common idea is, that the 
Comanissioners cannot touch inter-state commerce, 
and that commerce which goes to any peint 
in the State goes across the State. I 
think the railroads make this claim, 
too. My idea is, however, that the Railroad Com- 
missioners have a right to prevent any and all dis- 
crimingtions against a citizen of Missouri, The 
same rate fer the same service is my motto. Of 
course there would be a difference between the cost 
of transporting freight in a foreign car and having 
to receive the freight, handle, load and bill it, But

discrimination was being practiced. Well, to those 
800 circulars we received just thirty replies, and in 
only two of these was there any complaint regard- 
ing rates, We have had letters from parties asking 
the Commissioners toreduce certain rates if they 
saw fit, but not to use the writers’ names. Of 
course they could not act on these complaints, The 
Commissioners, and I speak for the whole Board, 
will do everything in their powerto remedy these 
matters whenever brought to their notice. They 
cannot act, however, without 4 formal complaint. 
The matter has to be of record.” 

COMMISSIONER PRATT 
returned during the conversation with Mr. Harding, 
but was averse to expressing any individual opin- 
iou,nor would he commit himself verbally, although 
he said be might render a written opinion. 

“You have Mr. Harding's opinion, he said, “and 
that should be enough.” 

Finally, however, he consented to render an opin- 
ion in writing on his return to Jefferson City, unless 
the Board should meet and render an officia! decis- 
ion in the matter. Mr. Pratt and Mr. Downing went 
to Jefferson City last evening, and Mr. Harding left 
this morning. It is probable that a meeting will be 
held at Jefferson to-day or te-marrow.

Further, I 
want to teil you that it is unfair in every way in 
that it puts a most severe strain on both rider and 
wheel iknow it myseif from actual experience in 
starts, but I want to teil you what I have seen Cola 
Stone do at the Fair Grounds track in practice. I 
have seen Lin Gordon start i and 
then I have seen Cola turn 
wheel round twice in almost the same spot 
before getting a start; and so violently did he drive 
on those two turns the tire wore its 
mark into the weod.
